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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Applicants' communication paper dated 12/5/03 is acknowledged. Applicants 
have amended claiml . The claims under consideration are the claims 1-9, which are 
related to compounds only. 

3. Applicants' arguments and remarks have been favorably considered for 
examination of this application as a single piece. 

Applicants are reminded of the election of species guidelines provided in MPEP 
803.02, which are followed for the examination. 

The elected species of compound (=6-fluoro-8- (4-methyl-piperazine-1-y|)-4-0x0- 
4H-chromene-2-carboxylic acid [4-(4-propionyl-piperazin-1-yl)-phenyl]-amide was 
searched, and no prior art(s) was found. Search was then expanded to compounds of 
genus of claiml as a whole. No prior art was found. 

4. The closest prior art ref. Berg et al(Caplus DN 128:265746, also cited as J. Med. 
Chem. Behav. And Biol. Pharm. & Mol. Pharmacology, 41/11,1934-42(1998)) teaches 
compounds with a core:" Morpholino-CH20-Chromene-CH2-morpholine" and its utility 
as r5-HT1 B receptor. 

5. The other art of record ref. Yasunaga et al (WO 9429293, also cited as Caplus 
DN 122:314453)) teaches compounds with a core:"F-chromene-o-alkylene-NH- 
alkylene-phenyl-OMe",and their utility as 5HTA receptors. 

6. These prior arts either alone or in combination do not indicate or suggest to 
arrive at the instant compounds. 

7. Therefore, the instant compounds are deemed to be novel and patentably 
distinct. 

8. Applicants IDS papers have been considered, and signed copies of PTO Form 
1449 are enclosed with this communication for applicants' reference.
